R. A. Nestos passed the 100,000 mark in the tabulation of 


the votes at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and his election appeared 
to be certain by a majority of several thousand. 


The tabulation, with 471 precincts missing, showed: Nestos 


102,189; Frazier 84,980. 


With 187,169 votes accounted for, Nestos' majority had been 


cut by Governor Frazier to 17,209. 


With the comparison of the vote of last year and the esti- 


mated vote out in the rural precmts yet not heard from, there 
seemed a remote chance, Nonpartisans maintained, that Governor 
Frazier could overcome the great lead of Mr. Nestos, which the 
Independents declare elect him beyond_ a doubt^ _. 


With the election of the Independent candidate for Gover- 


nor, 
the voters of the state also would put into office Sveinbjorn 


Johnson for Attorney-General and Joseph A. Kitchen for Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Labor, and adopt the complete 
Independent program of laws, with the possible exception of the 
election laws, as the vote throughout was about the same. 


The Valley Vote 


The vote which went heavily for Nestos in the cities and in 


the Red River valley began to recede this afternoon rapidly as the 
strong Nonpartisan precincts of the western part of the state 
rolled in. There were so many instances of a gain for Nestos over 
the O'Connor vote in the rural precincts that it appeared that the 
majority of Mr. Nestos could not be wiped out.

"are abnormal with either pre-war wages or the present cost of living as a-standard;-—- Frcight^ates 
must come down if the country is to g« ahead, and -wages must come down to permit rates to Qome 
down," declares the Tacoma Ledger. President Harding, according to Washington correspondence m 
the New York Evening Post, "is believed to hold that there should be both a reduction in freight rates 
and also a reduction in railroad wages." To quote further: 
"The two constitute a cycle, and the only 


embarrassment the President has had was which of the two should come first. It would seern to be 
likely that he will take advantage of the present situation to bring about the two simultaneously. 


This idea of simultaneous reduction in rates and wages is also advanced by two Texas papers. 


"The present rates of transportation are ruinous to productive industry and business; they must be 
substantially reduced, and a reduction of wages must come simultaneously, and m the Dallas. Journal 
we read "there is no good reason why the reductions should not be simultaneous, nor is there any good 
reason why the removal of these humps in our economic structure should be postponed.
